SUBJECT: Visit of Mr. Joseph DiGiorgio of the General 
Accounting Office 


REF: My memorandum of 10 February 1978 


1. Pursuant to my 10 February telephone conversation 
with the SA/D0/O on this Fatter, errangements were made for 
My. Joseph DiGiorgio to visit CIA on Thursday morning, 16 
February. He stated that CAO's letter requesting CIA support 
was then enroute, but agreed to bring # copy in case it had 
not yet filtered down to us. The meeting was held in Con- 
ference Ranz 2nd HG to 1130.

Counsel. rad lephonei about forty minutes 
before the session to say that he had GAO's letter, had 
jearned of our meeting, and would like to monitor the session 
if we had no objection. A copy of the CAO letter is attached.) 


2. Mr. DiGiorgio's immediate concerns were the identi- 
fication (listing or counting) of terrorist incidents in- 
volving "internationally protectec people," and the “random 
selection" of specific tncidents which could then be examined 
in depth. He noted that he was preparing (a tean of?) GAO 
analysts for an upcoming field trip during which this problem 
would be covered. Ali of his immcdiate needs could be net 
by querying NFAC/ORPA's computerized ITERATE data base on 
international terrorist incidents, and from the unclassified 
PCS/ITC Chronology of Significant Incidents. He alraady had 
in his possession the 1976-76 volune of the latter chronology, 
and I agreed to provide the 1977 quarterly updates. Arrange- 
ments were made to pass both the ITERATE material and the 
chronology suppiements to him through office, 
hopefully before the weekend. He indicated that he would 
probably be back in touch with us as his study progresses. 
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3. Mr. DiGiorgio obviously holds some very definite 
opinions as to the inadequacies of =xecutive Branch measures 


coping with terrorism, as well as on how te go about analyzing 


the problem. He does not seem all that well informed on 
existing programs and procedures (he nentioned “having to 
get a briefing on what PRM-30 was all about}; and has many 
preconceived, and I would guess, mistaken notions about the 
nature of the problem. Allowing for a lengthy phone call he 
had with his office at the outset, and for much initial 
listening on our part, we did not get very much into the 
substance of internstional terrorism with him. Our comments 
were essentially low-key -- cautioning him on the limitations 
of statistics on terrorist incidents, and emphasizing the 
uniqueness of much terrorist activity and most incident 
management situations he would be reviewing.
